Nor do they lear) the use 
of these implements readily, To be an expert axe- 
man—to learn the tricks of the trade—one must be 
brought up In the business from boyhood. 


“Lumber companies are not actuated in this poli- 
cy of employing Canadian axemen in prefcrence to 
those of any other nationality by sentimental rea- 
sons, but purely by business considerations, They 
know that, man for man, there is no beticr work- 
man, no more efficient woods mechanic than the 
Canadian lumberjack.”

SUGAR AND CEREALS ARE 
GOOD FOODS 

So much has been written about 
the over-use of sugar and cereals 
that it is just possible that some 
individuals may Fe the impression 
that sugar, and’ cereals — wheat, 
oats, corm and other breakfast 
foods—are not needed by the body. 

‘Now the first point to :emember 
is that your body, like any fur- 
mace, needs a certain simount of 
better fuel or food for hcating the 
yody and giving it energy than su- 
‘garand cereals, Itisquitea’l right 
and cereals, It ‘s quite eli right 
therefore for everybody to continue 
the use of these two foods. 

‘What food experts object to, 
however, is that as sugar and cer- 
eals are prepared or purified foods 
they do not contain certain other 
factors aside from their heating 
ability, which the body must have

It has been proven tjiat miner- 
als anq vitamins are absoiulely ne- 
cessary to maintain gocd health 
and some experiments would tend 
to prove that certain foods are 
helpful in warding off certain in- 
fections. 

(Fortunately very small amounts 
of woods containing vitamins and 
minerals are all that is necessary 
to supply the body needs }ut they 
should if possible be eaten every 
day. 

Drs. (Alan Brown, and F. F. Tis- 
qdall, Toronto, tell us that we can 
go a long way in overcoming any 
Jack of vitamins and Wuinerals in 
the average diet by building up 
our meals around five essential 
articles of food—namely, milk 40 
supply cakium (lime), and protein 
(the body building food); mieat tc 
supply more protein; e¢gs to sup- 
ply still more protein, vitamins and 
fron; ang vegetables and fruit tc 
supply minerals and vitamins, The 
remaining calories or food unite 
2an be readily supplied by the re- 
fined sugar and cereal products. 

In other words then, these high 
authorities suggest that we con- 
tinue the regular use of sugar and 
sereals but make sure that every 
day we eat these other everyday 
foods. Most of us ent enougn 
meat, eggs and milk, but we may 
not eat enough fruits and vege- 
tables, 

‘And in these days fruits and 
vegetables can be obtained all the 
year round,

Not 25 miles from Lindsay, the 
Speaker stated, there were farms 
Where fences had to be placed two 
and three times in recent years 
because of sang blowing across the 
fields. Orchards have been killed 
and farm buildings impaired, This 
is the type of land on which re-| 
forestation thrives. 


Mr. Linton also referred to the 


watershed lands and the proposi- 
tion before owners of such lands, 
where the small creek at one time 
rolls forth in a torrent end then 


area with silt ang refuse. ‘Refores- 
tation sometimes thrives on tthis 
class of land, on land thet is non- 
productive for any other crop. 

It takes from 50 to 75 years for 
a planter to get full value for his 
investment and work. Sweden 
leads all countries in the effort 
and there they tax forest lands as 
they do a farm, although a large 
timber crop is not taxed until ub; 
Nor can any man cut mcre than 
the accrued annual growth. 

The Ontaro forestry branch will 
send 3,500 trees to any bona fide 


resident. Municipalities agreeing 
to fence in certain areas can haye 
the area planted by the Depart- 
ment’ without cost ang alco super- 
vised from time to time. The De- 
partment also assists counties and 
Victoria County has a censider- 
able acreage under reforestation 
near Burnt River and also near 
Omemec. 

Ontario distributes soine 13 mil- 
lion trees yearly, which i: very 
small compared with the distribu- 
tion in England, or in tie United 
States. For instance, i: England 
there is seven times the distribu- 
tion as in Canada.

PROVINCIAL FERTILIZER 
BOARDS 

From now until seeding time 
farmers will be visited by agents 
for fertilizer companies — soliciting 
orders for fertilizer for use on the 
‘)various farm crops. 
Farmers generally have come to 
appreciate the value of the judi- 
cious use of commercial fertilizers, 


not yet sufficiently familar with 
the actual requirements of their 
jparticular solls and crops to choose 
the kinds of fertilizer whieh are 
likely to give them the highest re- 
furms for the money spent. To 
meet this situation most of the 
Departments of Agriculture of the 
Provinces of Canada have estab- 
lished Fertilizer Boards, or Coun- 
cils, for studying the many kinds 
of fertilizer on the market and 
making recommendations as to the 
analysis to use and the quantity to 
ljapply according to the differences 
in kinds of crops and types of 
soils. These recommendations are 
published, and farmers who follow 
them will do so at a material say- 
ing to themselves in buying only 
those fertilizers which premise to 
be the best value under (heir par- 
ticular conditions. 
The Seed Branch of tie Domin- 
jon Department of Agricwture is 
supporting this work of the Pro- 
vincial Fertilizer Boards or Coun-

The exact in- 
formation requested by Mr. O'Reilly 
after the reading of the minutes cf 
some of the Hydro meetings is, (1), 
A detailed account of expenditures 
out of petty cash. (2), Who went to 
Toronto to attend the Hydro con- 
vention and (3), The amount of 
their expense accounts.

Agriculture has reissued and 
up to date ¢iucular 76 
which deals with the brooding and 
rearing of chicks.

WILD RADISIE ERADICATION 
Wild radish, sometimes called 
Jointed charlock, wild turnip, 
jointed radish, fs an annus] and 
winter annual, growing from one 
to two feet high.

ECONOMICS OF SHOAL HAY 
At several points tn the fresh-

May Consult United States 
Sir John, in his announcement 
‘to the House, said the Government 
also was considering consultation 
with the United States and with 
Signatories of the Versailles Treaty, 
and reference of the question to the 
League of Nations. He was reply- 
ing to a question by George Lans- 
bury, Leader of the Labor Oppo- 
sition.

Mary's Church, Lindsay, for 
the fellowing beautiful tribute 
to St. Patrick. 

St. Patrick 
Saint Patrick's Day is, in, all 
Provability, one of the most unique 
holidays in the world. It is a day 
honoured and celebrated in every 
part of the world by pecple of di- 
vergent faiths and frequently of dif- 
fering maces. 

It is a day when all the people 
of the Irish race, no matter where 
they may be, join in honouring one 
of the preatest men in history. And 
those of the Irish race frequently 
find themselves in the company of 
those of other nations, all inspired 
with the purpose of observing the 
anniversary of one who lived and 
labored over fifteen centuries ago. 
That a man’s name and character 
and teachings should be remember- 
ed after such a lapse of time is, in 
itself, & phenomenon not frequent- 
ly matched in the annals of his- 
‘ery. To the Irish people, through 
many long ages, the name of St 
Patrick has been a symbol and a 
guiding light which has carried 
them through black periods of 
prosecution and torment unequalled 
in the story of any other land. 

‘Carried a captive {nto Ireland in 
his early youth, St. Patrick lived 
among the Irish people and learned 
to love them. Eseaping from his 
bondagv, his one desire was to re- 
turn to'the land where he had been 
a slave and bring to its people the 
Nght of the Faith, to tum them 
from the ways of paganism to the 
ways of Christ and to light a torch 
in Ireland which would itumine the 
world. After being consecrated bish= 
op at Evereux in Normandy, in the 
forty-fifth year of his age, St. Pat- 
rick set out for Ireland, where he 
arrived for the second time, in the 
year 432.

That a, single man in the later 
years of his life, should convert an 
entire nation, consecrate bishops 
and priests and cause the erection 
of 365 churches, and all without the 
sheddin; of blocd, cannot but be re- 
garded as the most sienal triumph 
of Christianity recorded in history. 
In many other countries, nation- 
al conversion came only after bit- 
ter and fatricidsl struggles, long 
draxn out. In Ireland, the burning 
faith of one man brought about a 
Deople’s conversion within a few 
years. Tt is, of course, true that St. 
Patrick did not introduce Chris- 
tlanity into Ireland; that it was 
known by a few before his “time, 
but this does not alter the fact 
that it had made little progress and 
was almost completely disregarded, 
before the advent of St. Patrick. 
There ts one abiding and vital Ies- 
son which we of the Irish race 
should learn from St. Patrick. It is 
that victory can be won against 
impossible odds if we have the 
courage to dare, and if we are 
united in principles. 
Courage and unfty! These are in- 
vincible weapons. They brought the 
Trish p20ple through the terrors and 
massacres of the Penal Days; 
through the slaughters of Crom- 
well, the treachery and weakness of 
James and repressions of Anne, in 
whose reign were enacted the foul- 
est and most barbarous laws ever to 
sully the pages of a statute book. 
In spite of all, the Irish stood firm 
for their faith. They educated their 
children when to do so was punish- 
able by death. Their priests went 
from end to end of the country, 
keeping alive the Faith received 
from St. Patrick, administering the 
Sacraments, giving comfort to the 
sick and solace to the dying, and 
knowing all the time that knife 
and the gibbet awaited all who were 
caught. And this dauntless courage 
eventually quenched the fires of 
persecution, converted their enemics 
and won for Ireland religious free- 
dom.

Regarding arrearages in taxes 
the county is quite strict.

The Children’s Aid Society 1s 
largely governed ‘by statutes, but 
the County has one representative 
on the Society. The County pays 
5c per day per child in the Shel- 
ter, paying on the basis of 14 chil- 
dren as a minimum. 

The Mother's Allownnce Act 
costs the County $10,000 a year, 
which means that widows, mothers, 
etc., in the county get over $20,- 
000. 

Ola Age Pensioners cost the 
County $7,500 a year, which means 
that $75,000 is spent in the coun- 
ty in a year for the old people. 

The county pays for the upkeep 
of indigent patients in various hos- 
pltals at the rate of $1.75 per day. 
That is for residents Victoria 
County. 

The county also is generous to 
worthy organizations such as the 
Fairs, Library Boards, Horticultural 
Societies and Women’s Institutes, 
giving grants when there is no le- 
gal responsibility.

Hypoderma bovis usually being call-, 
ed the Heel Fly, which Is not cor- 
veel, many stockmen will say “We 
have always had Warbles in the 
backs of our cattle as long as we 
can remember, but it is only re- 
cently that the Heel Fly has ap- 
peared in our district." These cat- 
tle men apparently associate the 
name Heel Fly with the running of 
cattle when pursued by the Warble 
Fly (Hypoderma bovis), These 
stockmen have failed to realize that 
the Warbles they observed in the 
backs of the cattle many years ago 
came from the eggs of the fly that 
We call by the common name Heel 
Fly, This native species deposits its 
eggs more in the vicinity of the 
heels than does the Warble Fly and 
{¢ is more gentle in its movements, 
hence the cattle do not run or 
stampede wildly about when it is 
present, Furthermore the pasture 
fields of this country are becoming 
free of the old natural protection| 
factors against this pest, as ponds 
of water, swamp areas, shrubs and 
trees. This is another reason why. 
cattle run more now than they did 
twenty years ago. They cannot get 
{away from the Warble Fly if the! 
pasture field offers no protection, 
the trees have gone and the ponds 
| have been drained, hence the catile 
|run around and around the enclo- 
Sure until they are tired out, The 
name Heel Fly should not be used 
for either species, and it would be 
much better to speak of them both 
as Warble Flies or Hypoderma, if 
the confusion now existing in the 
minds of cattle owners is to be re- 
moved. 


Flies other than Warble Flies will 
cause cattle to run, so the Warble 
Fiies should not be held entirely re- 


sponsible for all the unrest that 
is seen among cattle during the 


early and mid-pasture seasons. 
The losses caused by the Warble 
Flies in Ontario can be listed as 
follows:—Loss through damage to 
hides, loss through development of 
toxemic conditions in animals 
heavily infested, loss due to de- 
crease in milk production, loss due 
to decrease in weight in beef 
cattle or feeders, loss due to animals 
becoming bogged or otherwise in- 
jured in their effort to get away 
from the fly. 

The great and needless loss that 
the Warble grubs cause to cattle 
hides that reach the tanneries and
